VANCOUVER (CP)—Two persons were killed and 
4 injured today when a Canadian Pacific Airlines jet- 
tiner loaded with homebound vacationers crashed into 


a building-after landing in heavy fog at Vancouver 


International Airport. 

The Boeing 707, CPA flight 
322 from Honolulu, carried 52 
passengers and a crew of nine, 
when it bounced out of control 
along a runway at 6:20 a.m. 

Killed in the crash was 
Martinus Verhoef, 33, of Van- 
couver, purser aboard the jet 

and Elmer Metcalfe, 44, of Van- 
_couver, a department of trans- 
port employee, died when the 
jet derfidlished a small DoT ramp 
office. 

All but one of the 14 injured 
were released from _ hospital 
after treatment. Still in hospital 
was Mrs. D. Fellger of Leth-

VANCOUVER (CP) — A 
retired air force officer who 
had read the directions 
printed on,an escape door 
helped to get. other pas- 
sengers off a. burning Boeing 
107 jet today at Vancouver 
International Airport. 

Leigh Stevenson, 73, of 
Vancouver, an air vice mar- 
shal and former MLA, was 
seated in the Canadian Pacifie 
Airlines plane near. the escape 
hatch over the left wing. 

“IT had read all the direc- 
tions about how to. open the 
hatch so it didn’t take me too 
Jong to open it,” he said, 

The Boeing crashed into a 
building after landing .on a 
flight from Honolulu. 

“T had a choice of going out 
or staying in ant I figured the

ground, 

His wife, Lillian, suffered a 
broken ankle while she was 
being lowered. 


VISIBILITY POOR 


Mr. Stevenson said that 
there Was heavy fog when the 
plane landed and visibility 
was very poor. He said the 
plane apparently blew the left 
tires, forcing it to slew to the 
left. * 

“The plane then. slowed 
down and the next thing we 
knew the nose had crashed 
into’a building bringing it to a 
sudden halt.” _ 

Mr. Stevenson. suffered cuts 
to_his right hand, bruises and 
shock and — was taken —to 
Richmond General Hospital 
along with a number of other 
passengers. 

Mr, and. Mrs, R. L. Denton 
of Calgary said they were 
among the first people off the. 
plane. 

“We figured it. was going to 
blow up so we got out of there 
in a hurry.”

“HONG KONG (Reuters) = 
The Viet Cong military com- 
mand sald today it has “wiped 
out” 50,000 combined forces. 
troops—including 10,000 Ameri- 
cans—~since Jan. 29, the North 
Vietnam news agency re- 
ported. 

The dispatch also said U.S. 
policy in South Vietnam is 
being “‘sapped at the roots” by 
the Viet Cong “general offen- 
sive and simultaneous upris- 
ings.”’ 

The Viet Cong also said it 
destroyed more than 1,500 air- 
craft, 4,000 military vehicles, 
50 warships and gunboats, ra- 
dio stations in six major cities 
and “millions of tons of bonibs, 
ammunition and other war

Canada and World Trade 


HERE IS BROAD AGREE- 
_ —ment-in-international financial 
circles that the problem of the 
United States balance of payments 
is urgent and requires co-operation 
among all the ‘countries in 
Western trading bloc for itsjsolu- 
tion. This, as Mr. Louis Rasminsky, 
governor of the Bank of Canada, 
pointed out in an address last week, 
is because the American dollar “still 
stands as the main bulwark of the 
international’ monetary system.” 

Serious complications arise, 
however, as the United States 
attempts to slow down~the dollar 
outflow for, Mr. Rasminsky noted, 
“a significant improvement in the 
balance of payments of the United 
States will mean a reduction in the 
flow . .. to the rest of the world. 
If this flow is reduced to small 
proportions it will mean that the 
dollar will cease to contribute to 
the growth of official reserves.” 
Mr. Rasminsky went on to explain 
that during the past year there has 
been an outflow of gold from official 
reserves into—private hands. With 
the combination of fewer dollars and 
less gold looming up, “we could 
well be confronted with a situation 
where a-shortage of international 
liquidity inhibited the farther 
smooth expansion of international 
trade and payments.” 

A responsible man in a sensitive 
position, Mr. Rasminsky is not given 
to sensationalism, but his view that 
it is “now desirable to give high 
priority” to the creation of a new 
international reserve asset is a 
measure of the possible gravity of 
the situation. And his view - is 


backed by the report of President 


_Johnson’s Council of Economic Ad-_ 


visers which stated a week ago that 
the decline in the gold stock, 
speculative problems associated-with 
devaluation of the pound and the 
American payments situation “have 
special urgency” to early 
activation of the new reserve asset 
plan. 5 
Agreement. was reached at the 
meeting of the International 


Monetary Fund last September on 
creation of a new asset to be

called a “special drawing right” 


which would supplement gold and 
dollars. . Unfortunately,. no agree-

the flurry of speculation against the 
Canadian dollar how open our eco- 
nomy is, how vulnerable to pres- 
sures from outside.

increase our productivity, to alle- 
viate upward pressure on our costs 
and prices, and to improve our inter- 
national competitive position.”

‘ALONG WITH OTHER ADMIR- 
able qualities Mr. Hugh 
Stephen has brought to his civic 
office, he is known as a mayor who 
does his home work.

R. GARDE GARDOM, the Lib- 


‘eral member for Vancouver- 
Point Grey, has drawn the Legisla- 
ture’s attention to what he appar- 
ently eonsiders an anachronism in 
our present Jegal processes — the 
long court summer vacation. Except 


in exceptional circumstances, this is , 


a two-months’ recess which virtually 
inactivates County, B.C. Supreme 
and Appeal Courts. Chambers are 
‘held in Supreme Court one day a 
week, and if an émergency arose a 
court could be summoned back into 
service. But essentially this is a 
July-and-August holiday for judges, 
though not for the regular court- 
heuse staffs. ‘ 

Mr. Gardom makes the point 
that the long hiatus may Have been 
acceptable ina more leisurely day 
when the volume of litigation was 
considerably below what it is today, 


the outskirts. Then comes replace- 
ment of single-family residential 
areas with “high-density develop- 
ments” when a neighborhood has 
outlived its earlier function.

Stephen adds a recreational pro-

But the priorities have an 
objective; their implementation will 
gradually ~ guide the city in a 
definite direction and shape its 
character for the future. 

The. general pattern appears 
very acceptable: a community in 
which it will be pleasant and com- 
fortable to live, which will retain 
in viable condition its central core, 
and which will be able and willing 
to develop to meet new opportuni- 
ties. Cities do not achieve goals 
by growing like Topsy. It is good 
to know that Victoria’s future‘will 
be considered and planned — and 
thereby be much more likely to 
prove successful.

Yet the only way to make a balanced 
assessment of the enormously important 
recent developments in Vietnam is, 
rather obviously, to look at both sides of 
the balance sheet. And enough solid facts 
are at last in hand to permit a tentative 
assessment. : 

Since the damage done in the cities 
has received all the emphasis ‘to date, it 
ig best to begin the assessment with the 
other side of the coin. What, then, was 
the aim of this ambitiously planned 
attack on South Vietnam’s cities and 
towns? What did it cost? And what did it 
achieve? 

As to its aim, the captured documents 
and prisoner interrogations leave little 
room for doubt that a “‘general uprising” 
was confidently counted upon, at any 
Tate in a considerable area or areas of 
South Vietnam. In all cases, the enemy 
troop units were sent into the towns and 
cities with no plans whatever to cover 
the contingency of severe setbacks. 

In at least one province, Chau Doc, the 
units engaged were.simply told that they 
were to celebrate the New Year with the 
townspeople, who were waiting to 
welcome them. The need to fight was a 
rude surprise. ial 


Scant Supplies 


In almost. all cases, again, the enemy 
units sent into the towns and cities had 
only a few days of supplies. And in some 
cases, they had almost no supplies at all, 
being promised instead that they would 
get all they needed from VC sympa- 
thizers in the urban populations. : 

In a considerable measure, of course, 
morale problems necessitated this decep- 
tion of the VC troop units. Gen. Vo 
Nguyen Giap can hardly have hoped for 
‘a countrywide ‘‘general uprising.” 

Instead, Giap’s aim seems to have 
been to establish full VC control in one 
or more large areas—the Delta and 
parts of I Corps being the most likely 
candidates. If that had happened, . the 
turmoil in the rest of the country would 
have fatally hampered any roll-back 
effort: It was not a foolish aim, but it 
was not attained. 

To attain this aim, meanwhile, a cost 
was inourred that is still. hard to 
calculate exactly. It was certainly an 
enormous cost, however. Except in the 
most northerly frovinces, very few 
North Vietnamese troops were used. The 
great bulk of the attacking troops were 
true VC in the old sense—local units 
composed of southerners, that will lose

Heavy Expenditure 
Because of the sharp drop-off in 


‘recruiting in the south, manpower. of

Then, having quietly 
assembled his men and guns 
on the hills ringing the 
satisfactorily isolated en- 
campment at Dienbienphu, 
Giap delivered his coup de 
grace.

Driving Ahead And 
Sacrificing Grace

When former world champion Dick Button 
was commenting, in a winter Olympics 
preview, on developments ty figure-skating, he 
used old film strip to support one of the points 
he sought to make. 

In recent years| he said, figure skating had 
become much more acrobatic, much more 
athletic. The ‘performances 
of current outstanding stars 
included routines never at- 
tempted in competitions of 
earlier “tires. The jumps 
were higher, the spins 
more complicated, the 
tempo usually faster. 

But, he noted in the 
process some of the grace 
of-figure skating had been 
lost. The long, sweeping 
movements were elim- 
inated. 

Later in the interview, the audience was 
introduced to Pi lemming, the American 
girl whom Button thinks will win the women’s 
singles title at the games in Grenoble. Miss 
Flemming discussed, also with film. strip, 
some of the preparations she had made for the 
big competition. Among other things, she took 
ballet, explaining that training in that art 
helped to add poise to her performance, taught 
her what to do with her hands and arms and 
was calculated to make her more graceful on 
the ice.

The point was: of particular interest to me 
because, although -I have \no_ technical 
knowledge on figure skating, I did, in a remote 
past, devote about 10 years to finding out what 
gyrations and’ twists I could perform from the 
time I left a three-metre springboard until I 
hit the water. ‘ 

Since then my interest in the sport has been 
academic, but I have never ceased to marvel 
at the agility of present-day divers who whip 
up into the air and execute stunts we didn’t 
even think about. They score as well now on 
three-and-one-half front somersaults as we did 
on two-and-one-halfs. They mix single and 
double twists into front, reverse, back’ and 

* cutaway somersaults._.in bewildering com- 
plexity. I find I have to count aloud the 
revolutions, they go through in order to satisfy 
myself that the dive that was announced 
actually ‘has. been performed. ‘They are way 
out from our simpler routines. Their acro- 
batics and athletic abilities are far above 
comparison with those of 30 years ago or 

, more. 

At the same time, it seems to me that 
somewhere in the evolutionary process, the top 
performers have sacrificed a certain grace 
inherent in the game—as_we knew it. There 
isn't time for effective fight lines in the 


complicated dives they perform—the modern 
“spaghetti” as the late Ray Daughters used to 
call it. 

The top divers today could, quite easily, 
revert to the. simpler, and perhaps more 
graceful, dives of an earlier year. They can’t 
afford to, though, because the more difficult 
the stunt the higher potential mark they can 
score. é 
No doubt some divers will eventually take 


In a hazy sort of way, it seems to me that 
what figure-skaters and divers have been doing 
in recent years is a_ fairly comparable 
procedure to the techniques of modern living. 
We're performing feats of a complexity 
undreamed of a generation or so ago. The 
accent is on the execution of the difficult and 
there seems to be Jess reason or opportunity 
for gracefulness. 

The impulse today is to get in there and do 
the job. It’s hard enough under any 
circumstances, so forget .about the fancy-dan 
stuff and don’t worry too much about elegance. 
This isn’t a minuet, It’s a professional football 
game. Drive through and: make yards.

» All things come to those 
who wait, said the poet, and 
by being among the last of 
North American cities to get 
direct long distance dialing 
Victoria will come up in June 
with the most sophisticated 
electronic equipment. 

For instance, most of the 
original EVergreen numbers 
will be plugged into a device 
called automatic number 
identification.

Catching Salmon, 
Hard Work Now, 


Getting Tougher 


By DON VIPOND 


Every salmon caught by a sports fisherman puts 
about $100 into B.C.’s economy, a Brentwood guide 
and expert angler said Tuesday. 

But while the nymber of fishermen goes up, the number of 
salmon goes down and thefisheries agencies go nowhere, said 
Jim Gilbert at a Victoria Kiwanis luncheon. — 

Years ago it was easy to catch your limit and a little bit 
more. Now, he said, catching a salmon is’ ‘damn hard work.” 

Salmon fishing was_a-$20 million business in B.C. last year 
with 130,000 fishermen catching 216,000 fish. 

But 10 years ago, less than half that number of anglers 
caught 385,000 salmon. 

The average fishing excursion today works out this way, 
said Gilbert—2% people in a boat for five hours catching 144 


fish.

Many factors are involved in the decline, said the man who 
earned enough money guiding to put himself through biology at 
university. 

Deforestation of watersheds has contributed as much harm 
as all the others combined. 

“This is where our problem started and has never really 
stopped.” 
| Pulp mill pollution, insect sprays, slash fires, unscreened 
| irrigation ditches and river dams are among man’s work 
decimating the salmon’s spawning cycle, 

The Alberni mill alone pumps 27 tons of effluent daily into 
the water travelled by some migrating salmon, he said. 

In salt water, herring, ‘‘the! basic building block” in the 
salmon cycle, are being annihilated by the most efficient seine 
boat fleet in the world. 

Modern electronics have given the, commercial fishermen 
echo-sounders and scanners so a boat can follow a school and 
bring about the ‘reduction of complete runs.”

“There has been very little management in this fishery.” 

Fisheries officials are aware of the problems but slow to 
act. Somehow they must be made to realize that utilization of 
salmon is increasing far more rapidly than they are able to 
keep up with, he said. 

The Americans have been working on fish farms and 
artificial spawning beds since 1953 and they have improved on 
the salmon's one‘in a 1,000 natural survival ratio. 

There are hundreds of artificial spawning beds on the 
Columbia and this fall the river had the biggest run in its 
history as a result. 

B.C, should have hundreds of similar programs like the one 
now at work on the Big Qualicum. 

“Artificial propagation is the answer but we'll have to prod 
those who control the purse strings.”

Class Pressure 


Crushes 


Child 


Parents, Teachers and Ambition 
Conspire Against Pupil Success 


By DON VIPOND 


Education Reporter 

No child goes to school alone. 

From his first day in class he 
{s surrounded by a trio of 
pressure points—his parents, his 
teachers and himself. 

The Pressurized Classroom 
was discussed by psychologist 
Andrew Mikita and his audience 
at a meeting of.the V.I. branch, 
Association for Childhood Edu- 
cation, Tuesday night. 

And in the process just about 
every facet of the school and 
social system had ‘the finger 


pointed at it. 

The first encounter with 
school is crucial, said Mr. 
Mikita, 


The child has the general 
feeling people are banking on 
him. 

His parents wonder if they 
have prepared him well enough. 

And teachers feel a responsi- 
bility to the child, to the parents 
and to the education system. 


GOOD: INTENTIONS 

These three groups have 
mutually good “intentions, said 
the psychologist. 

“And it’s ironical that every 
one wanting to help creates the 
pressure, the apprehension.”’ 

The youngster soon learns 
that the primary.function of 
school is learning the curricu- 
lum, that A marks get you 


promotion, and Es get you! 


failure. 

But there is a wide difference 
between the ability of children 
to- learn and:even in the rate a 
child learns at one stage of 
school in contrast to another. 

So the youngster who en- 
counters troubles asks himself: 

“Why am I being asked to do 
things I can't do?” 

He may conclude he’s 
“dumb,” he's doomed. From 
there to the incipient drop-out, 
to the “seat-warmer” is a short 
step. 

Children with learning diffi- 
culites are not necessarily un- 
intelligent, said Mr. Mikita. 
SYMBOLIC MATERIAL » 

“We are finding there are 
many kinds of competence. But 
(in the current school system) a 
premium is placed on handling 
symbolic material.” 

One educator, he said, has 
estimated 25 per cent of school 
beginners are not able to handle 
reading as it is taught. 

Another hazard is the grading 
system, where a certain portion 


Some teachers have branded 
such a quota grading system as 
“deadening.’’ 

Mr. Mikita said it can end “‘in 
the tragic situation where chil- 
dren begin to feel guilty about 
their own nature.” 

It can inhibit youngsters, 
sometimes paralyze their poten- 
tial growth. They won’t tackle 
problems because they feel they 
can't do them, 

From such situations come 
parents’. questions which place 
the onus on their child. 

“What's wrong?” they ask. 

Their premise is you can 
make children learn: * 

You can't, claimed one 
| Speaker, Learning itself is ef- 
fortless. All you can do is try 
and create a desirable. environ- 
ment for learning. 

Who's to blame for” the 


unhealthy pressures youngsters 
are beset by in school? 


OUTMODED IMAGE 

Some said teaching faculties 
at the universities for casting 
new teachers in their own old 
outmoded images. 

“Teachers come out of uni- 
versity knowing very little about 
children.” 

“A teacher is not allowed to 
take psychology.” 

Some criticized 
curriculum. 

“Kids have their own time 
|table for learning. There are 
| brilliant kids who couldn't draw 
a diamond at age 7.” 

“The curriculum should be 
the means to learning but I 
think we've made it the end.” 
| Some faulted parents, for 
pressuring their own children 
when they have learning 
troubles, for urging a grading 
system when their children 
achieve high standing. 
SYSTEM BLAMED 

Some blamed the school ‘‘sys- 
tem" which asks teachers to 
handle classes of 30 or 40 
individuals with a variety of 
aptitudes, backgrounds and 
learning capacity. ef 
“Some said teachers should 
rebel en masse against the 
obvious faults in the system. 

“Not being able to find any 
one to blame is most frustrat- 
ing,” said Mr. Mikita.

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_KIERANS SAYS WE'RE BIG BOYS NOW 


‘Canada Always Looking for a Mother 


By DERYK THOMPSON 
Times Uvic Correspondent 
Canada has always been a 
country looking for a mother, a 
federal Liberal léadership can- 

didate said Tuesday. 

Eric Kierans, past president 
of the Quebec Liberal Associa- 
tion and a former revenue 
minister in the Quebec cabinet 
was addressing nearly 200 Uni- 
versity of Victoria students. 

“From 153% to 1759 the 
mother country was France, 
from 1759 to after World War 
Two it was the United Kingdom 
and then we asked the United 
States to adopt us,” he said. 

“Canada has entered into a 
high level of welfare services 
before we could afford it,” he 
said. “‘And we have got away 
with it because we have relied 
on the United States to fuel the 
expansion of Canada. ~ 

“More and more Canadian 
money .must go into our 
economy to make it more 
competitive, more productive 
and more efficient or it’s down 
the road to devaluation,” he 
said. : 


HELD BACK 


Speaking about Quebec Mr. 
Kierans said the province 


should. have changed after 1945 
but didn’t because of Duplessis 
(former premier). 

“Quebec had no minister of 
education until 1964 because 
education was controlled by the 
church. 

“Education wasn't for -living 
or fitting orie for a living but for 
eternity,"’ said Kierans. 

Kierans said the current 
change in Quebec is bringing 
the province into the twentieth 
century, a move which poses 
serious: problems for Canada. 

“The people of Quebec think 
they are better than you are,” 
he said. 

“The vast. majority of them 
don't intend to leave Confedera- 
tion. Only a complete lack of 
recognition for them would: lead 
to that. 

“The federal government 
must» offer policies and pro- 
grams to them which delineate 
a Canadian point of view, 
identity and opinion that is our 
own," he said, 

MUST LEAD 

“This does not mean we 
should, follow blindly the policies 
of another nation. : 

“There can only be one 
foreign policy in a.nation, if you

can find one in Canada,"’ he 
said, There can only be one 
monetary policy, one economic 
policy, one trade policy and one 
defense policy.” But Kierans 
did stress that provinces should 
have more. power regarding 
regional developement and 
social services. 

“This wouldn’t limit Ottawa,” 
he said. “It would just reduce 
the number of bureaucrats. 
Regional developement should 
be in the hands of the provinces 
of regions where it can be 
better handled, 

“We have to work out our 
accomplishmerits in a federal 
structure and must work out all 
programs through a_ federal 
structure. 

FALLEN APART 


“This is what has fallen apart 
in the medicare battle,”’ he said. 

“Tt would be suicide - for 
provinces to raise money for 100 
per cent medicare rather than 
to use it to tackle their own 
problems,” he said. 

Kierans said much more 
economic planning must go into 
Canada’s developement.

On Blanshard there's an- 
other fatherless four children | 
and their mother renting a 
city-owned home for $65. The | 
warmth comes from a heater | 
in the living room so the} 
children sleep there rather | 
than in. the two cold bed-| 
rooms, The city can’t find 
anything better for them. | 

And like many others, | 
they're under notice to move. 

There’s worse—the story of | 
the five Indian families living | 
in one old downtown building, 
with broken doors and win- 
dows, all under notice, to 
move by the end of the month 
and no place to go, (But that's 
a situation worthy of a fuller 
story hater because some ad- 
ditional social problems are 
involved.)

And there are many more 
examples of rotten housing 
hidden behind the garden 
facade of British Columbia's 
capital city. 

The social workers’ associa- 
tion, the people who know 
about all these miseries, are 
going to speak out on the 
problem Thursday. 

Social workers, dependent 
on government funds for their 
jobs, are often reluctant to 
make. much noise as indi- 
viduals. a“ 

‘Remember Bridget 
Moran,” they'll often say. She 
was a Prince George social 
worker who publicly rebelled 
at the lack of aid given low- 
income groups in B.C. She 
made a lot of headlines but 
lost her position.
